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PREFACE. 



The frequent enquiries which have been made of 
me, by Ladies and Gentlemen intending to travel 
on the Continent, respecting the comparative value 
of Foreign and English money, gave rise to the 
idea of submitting these pages to Qie public, under 
the title of " The English Tourist's Continental 
Calculator." This publication will be foimd to 
comprise the Moneys^ WeightSi^SLdL Measures, of aU 
the Countries on the Continent of Europe, reduced 
to the English standard, so as to enable the Tourist 
at once to compare his expenses and purchases with 
those in England, to arrange them accordingly, 
and to save himself the vexation of being fre- 
quently overreached, and, in many instances, to 
guard against considerable losses. Should these 
purposes be realized, even partially, I shall feel 
happy in having contributed to the convenience of 
the English Tourist. 

Although these pages are not intended for the 
use of Merchants, who, on account of their exten- 
sive business, take the Current Exchange of the 
various countries as the basis of their calculations, 
which would be quite useless to the Tourist, yet, 
I flatter myself, tiiat even they would frequently 
find the benefit of such a compendium, as a ready 
reference in their less extensive transactions.
